1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114.

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: page 4 lines 26-24 " 
43 at Figure 4" is not on drawings.

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 13-20 are allowed. 

2. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
prior art does not provide sufficient motivations to modify Walter (GB8761 17) to show each of 
the brick of the upper floor being evenly supported by a plurality of the continuous series of 
perforations of at least one grate panel of the subfloor in combination with other claimed 
limitations; prior art also does not provide sufficient motivations to modify Barth et al (6171015) 
to show a plurality of pedestals spaced apart upon the terrace, the panels being mounted upon the 
coplanar top surfaces of the pedestals, the bricks being interlocking locking relationship with 
each other in combination with other claimed limitations.
